sympathy to thea needy. Lr was 
atthe annual meeting held ic the 
City Hall, under the chairman. 
ship of Mr. H. H.J. Gompertz at 
soon to-day, that the story was 
told of the work accomplished 
during the past year. The 
Society was founded as long ‘see 
as 1839, and more than . 1,633 
cases have passed through: its 
hands. Daring 1922 there ware 
nineteen new cases and eleven 
old ones. .
